The word “mellow” is not a 
Bible word, but “‘ripe” is a Bible 
word and when we finda mel- 
low apple we conclude it is ripe. 
And Webster defines “‘mellow” 
thus: ‘fully ripe;not hard, harsh 
or rigid,” so there can scarcely 
be a better word found to use 


Like a sweet morsel—‘‘honey 
and milk under thy tongue.” 
Did you ever put a morsel of 
anything in your mouth that 
was so pleasant to the taste 
that you have said, “It just melt- 
ed in my mouth?” Well, there 
you are in the banqueting house 
feasting upon the sweets that 
only a sweet loving Jehovah can 
give. For want of any better ex- 
pression of tenderness the writ- 
er said, “His left-hand is under 
my head and His right hand 
doth embrace me.”This is like 
the tenderness of a mother as 
she “rock-a-bys” her darling lit- 
tle baby to sleep.

The words of Jesus 
were gracious words when He 
spoke at Nazareth. It is said of 
the hearers, “And all bear Him 
witness, and wondered at the 
gracious words which proceeded 
out of His mouth.” (Luke 4:22) 
I wonder how any. one can be 
sour and hardand rough in 
hjs preaching or conversation 
and live in the banqueting house 
and have the spirit of Jesus. I 
hardly think it is possible. If one 
becomes harsh and rough in his 
preaching he has. either never 
been inside of that banqueting 
house or has moved out. It is 
too velvety and sacred in that 
banqueting house experience 
for one to preach like we have 
been hearing of some quite re- 
cently. It has been said that 
they literally drove their congre- 
gation away by their harsh 
rough preaching.Such a preach- 
er is nothing near ready to 
meet Jesus in that banqueting 
house at the marriage supper 
of the Lamb. 

No,No! Instead of being driven 
away the people will say of one 
that has the banqueting house 
experience, “Let me hear thy 
voice:.for sweet-is thy voice.” 
And the words of his mouth in 
proclaiming the Gospel of the 
Son of God will be gracious 
words. Indeed one that is. in 
close touch with Jesus is 
like the, further description 
given further on in the love 
song. ‘“I rose to open to 
my beloved.” This is Je- 
sus right there within a very 
few feet.

The marginal reading is,“in un- 
derstanding be of axripe age.” 
Such that .will make you an 
acceptable offering to the Lord.

A _ person 
that is hard and rigid can hard- 
ly have a good understanding. 
The next word of the subject 
is “gentle.” This is a Bible word 
and'its use is very common.

Then the person that possesses 
the wisdom that comes from 
above is pure, peaceable and 
gentle. And in ‘his preaching 
or other service he will always 
show mercy rather than want 
to flay and skin his congrega- 
tion alive.’ And the good fruits 
in such a life will be fully ripe 
fruits—mellow, and ready’ for 
service in the Lord’s great har- 
vest field. One that is harsh and 
hard in his experience and 
preaching certainly shows a 
lack of wisdom and will soon 
reap what he sows. 

Paul not only gave many in- 
structions to the churches, but 
he also instructed his minis- 
ters, and those _ instructions 


Lord’s ministers today. “Put 
them in mind,’ wrote Paul to 
Titus, ‘“‘to be subject to princi- 
palities and powers, to obey 
magistrates, to be ready to ev- 
ery good work, to speak evil of 
no man, to be no brawlers, but 
gentle, shewing all meekness 
to all men.” (Titus 3:2.) And 
to Timothy, another one of his 
ministers, he wrote, “The ser- 


vant of the Lord must not 
strive, but be gentle un- 
to all men.” (2 Tim. 2:24.) 


By the use of these words we 
understand that Paul means to 
show that “strive” is opposite 
to “gentle.” He says we must 
not strive, but we must be gen- 
tle. And this means that we 
must be mild and kind. 


Paul also gives an example for 
;a pastor. At one time he 
' served the church at Thessa- 
lonica for a while and he tells 
how he conducted himself 
among them. He was not 
harsh, he did not scold them, 
he did not exclude them from

To the Saints Hither and Thither in

I want to try to tell you if I can 
find words to do so, how God has 
worked with us here in Louisiana. 
Sister B.L. Shepherd and husband 
have just closed a six weeks revival, 
seven miles from Covington, La., at 
Pilgrim’s Rest with the undersigned 
as helper. God worked from the very 
first service and in all there were 
about 127 saved, 127 sanctified 127 
received the Holy Ghost and 104 were 
baptized in water. The church was 
set in order at the close of the third 
week with 54 members. Later more 
were added, making a total member 
ship of 117. ’ 

Sister Ouida Hayslip andI joined 
Sister Shepherd at the close of her 
Kentwood meeting in which twenty- 
two received the Holy Ghost. We ar- 
rived there in time for the baptismal 
service in which twenty-five were 
buried with Christ into a watery 
grave. 

From there we came with Brother 
and Sister Shepherd to Onville, La., 
where she had held a meeting pre- 
viously, in which forty-five had re 
ceived the Holy Ghost. They were 
on fire for God and it was wonderful 
to see them leap and shout for God. 
They had not heard a sermon in over 
a month but were still shouting the 
victory. We stayed with them for 
four days and eiglit more received 
the Holy Ghost. 

We then came to Pilgrim’s Rest, 
La., an entirely new field where the 
people had never heard the full gospel 
preached. We began the meeting in 
an old schoolhouse that was sup- 
posed to be free for all but they put 
us out. A Baptist minister came 
and started a revival but was forced 
to give it up after two services as we 
had the crowd. We went one mile 
from the schoolhouse and put up a 
brush arbor 32x40 ft. and began our 
battle. It was a battle indeed but God 
gave us sweeping victory over every 
devil and opposer.The first soul cap- 


the battlefield and I was surprised to 
see that these new saints have the 
very same manifestations that 2 hawe 
seen on saints who have been ‘im fhe 
way for years. Truly God’s ways are 
past finding out. I am learning Many 
things from actual experience that I. 
could never have learned in tile 
schoolroom. I stand amazed at the 
mighty works og God and think what 
God hath wrought. Truly His sheep 
hear His voice and are coming infe 
the fold to be cared for and protected 
by Him. 

A sawmill man by the name e 
Davis has given the lumber to baiid 
the church and several have offered 
land for a church building. Work will 
begin at once to erect a place for 
worship. 

We truly pray that this sweet love 
and unity will continue among these 
dear ones and that God will continue 
to bless and deal with them in the 
way He has begun. A number af 
Catholics have come into the fold 
here. There are many French people 
here, in fact, most all the people here 
are descendents of the French and 
several times when some of the saints 
would speak in French, the people 
in the congregation who spoke Frenek 
understood it and were convinced 
for they knew that the speaker did 
not know how to speak French. The 
message spoken in the French and 
understood by the French peopke 
was, “Come unto me, all ye that lv 
bour and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest. This is that which was 
spoken by the prophet Joel. Eat, and 
O taste, and see that the Lord its 
good.” 

Many laughable incidents take 
place in a meeting like this. One 
night a Methodist preacher came te 
bear us and was very much pleased 
with the preaching. The altar call was 
made and about thirty-five people felt 
into the altar. He was dumbfounded 
when about ninety saints gathered 
around them and began to pray, 
shout and talk in tongues. Some re 
ceived the Holy Ghost and leaped to 
their feet, talking in tongues. This 
excited the minister, who ran up to 
the end of the altar rail, lifted up his 
hands and said, “Listen! all bow your 
heads with me in prayer.” He 
thought we were exciting the seekers.

“I will go and return to my place, 
till they acknowledge their offence, 
and seek my face: in their affliction 
they will seek me early.” Hosea 5:15. 

The text is a prophecy concerning 


an offence 
against the Lord. We learn also that 
He has turned from them and they 


text, the Lord said, “I will be unto 
Bphraim as a lion, and as a young 
lion to the house of Judah: I, even I, 
will tear and go away.” 

When Jesus came to the world as 
a Redeemer, He came to His own (the 
Jews) John 1:11. They did not re- 
ceive Him but committed a great of- 
fence against Him. It was a Jew that 
betrayed Him into the hands of sin- 
ful.men. It was also a mob of Jews 
that cried out, “Away with him, away 
with him, crucify him.” John 19:15. 

The rejection of Christ by the Jews 
was the offence that caused Him to 
turn from them and utter the follow- 
ing words, “O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, 
which killest the prophets, and stonest 
them that are sent unto thee; how 
often would I have gathered thy 
children together, as a hen doth gath- 
er her brood under her wings, and ye 
would not! Behold, your house is 
left unto you desolate: and verily I 
say unto you, Ye shall not see me, 
until the time come when ye shall say, 
“Blessed is he that cometh in the 
name of the Lord.” Luke 13:34,35. 

The desolation of their house has 
been the affliction of the Jews for 
many centuries. They have been dis- 
persed abroad and scattered through- 
out the nations of the world. In 
many places they have been enslaved 
and treated inhuman. Truly, their 
afflictions have already been great, but 
it will be greater as the time ap 
proaches when they will see Jesus and 
way, “Blessed is he that cometh in the 
name of the Lord.” 

“For then shall be great tribulation, 
such as was not since the beginning of 
the world to this time, no, nor ever 
shall be. And except those days 
should be shortened, there should no 
flesh he saved: but for the _ elect’s 
sake those days shall be shortened.” 
Matt. 24: 21,22. The “Elect” that is 
spoken of in verse 22 has direct ref- 
ference to the Jews and signifies that 
their great affliction will be shortened 
that they may have deliverance. 
Here is when the letter part of the 
text will ne fulfilled. “In their afflic- 
tion they will seek me early.” 

In prophesying of the tribulation 
that Jesus speaks of in Matt. 24:21, 
the prophet Jeremiah calls it Jacob’s 
trouble which again applies to the 
Jews. “Alas! for that day is great, so 
that none is like it: it is even the time 
of Jacob’s trouble, but he shall be 
saved out of it. For it shall come to 
pass in that day, saith the Lord of 
hosts, that I will break his(the beast 
or anti-christ) yoke from off thy neck, 
and will burst thy bonds, and strang- 
ers shall no more serve themselves of 
him.” Jer.30:7,8. No more Jewish 
slaves; no more ignorant and un- 
learned Jews because they have no 
freedom; no more having to wait a 
certain period of time to get natural- 
ization papers before they can be free. 
Because they rebel against the anti- 
christ and turn to the true Christ , 
He will turn to them and be their 
deliverer and they shall be free. 
They will then worship Jesus and 
suffer martrydom before they will bow 
down to the image of the beast or re- 
ceive his mark and many of them will 
die for the Christ that their fellowmen 
said, “Away with him, crucify him.” 

We have now come to what we 
wish to say, about the Jews and their 
afflictions. It seems that the spirit of 
Job’s comforter has possessed a great 
many people and they are disposed to 
criticise and abuse the Jews and in 
this way add sorrow to their afflic- 
tions. Pamphlets and booklets are be- 
ing printed and circulated for the 
purpose of stirring up the people 
against the Jews. Would be religious 
papers are propagating such news as 
would be calculated to cause prej- 
udice and ill feeling toward them. * 

They are accused of being rebels 
and leaders of labor unions and or- 
ganizations that have caused revolts 
and uprisings among the people. But 
what if they have done such as they 


thousands of hypocritical Gentiles are 
doing who profess that they know 
Christ and have the light of His gos- 
pel? It should be remembered that 
the Jews are in darkness and do not 
have the light of the glorious gospel 
of Christ. For He has turned from 
them, “until the fulness of the Gen- 
tiles be come in.” Rom. 11:25. 

The Gentiles have had the gospel 
light for nearly two thousand years 
and still some of them are so ignorant 
that they do not know that the afflic- 
tion of the Jews is the health of the 
Gentiles;| So they are not afraid to 
speak evil of them. 

The Jews are accusea or being anti- 
christian and enemies of the gospel. 
But what is that to complain about if 
they are antichristians? Are they not 
the election and beloved of God and 
are only enemies of the gospel for the 
sake of the Gentiles? “As concerning 
the gospel, they are enemies for your 
sakes: but as touching the election, 
they are beloved for the father’s 
sake.” Rom. 11:28. ; 

It has been inferred by some that 
the mark of the beast will proceed 
from a Jewish organization. I do not 
see how this can be, since the beast 
must first appear and receive power 
over the world before any will receive 
his mark and at that time the Jews 
will not have any organization having 
signed their rights over to the beast. 
But some say. the antichrist will be 
a Jew because the Jews were against 
Christ when He was on earth. The 
Bible clearly teaches that the Jews 
will receive Jesus and ‘Paul tells us 
that all Israel shall be saved. Rom. 
11:26. Then will the antichrist be

a Jew. The Jews are 
therefore, they will be martyred 
fore they will worship the image of 
the beast or receive his mark. 

The antichrist will be a traitor and 
persecutor of the Jews and it may be 
his spirit that is causing people to 
mistreat them today. They are afflicted 
and should be pitied instead of per- 
secuted. “To him that is afflicted pity | 
should be shewed from his friend.” 
Job 6:14. '

the Gentile world. “I say then, Have 
they stumbled that they should fall? 
God forbid:’ but rather through their 
fall salvation is come unto the Gen- 
tiles, for to provoke them to jealousy. ' 
Now if the fall (affliction) of them 
be the riches of the Gentiles; how 
much more their fulness?’ Rom, 11: ' 
11, 12. No Gentile should persecute the 


‘Jews but should pity them in their 


affliction, knowing that their loss is 
our gain. | 
“Be not highminded, but fear: For | 
if God spared not the natural branch- 
es, take heed lest he also spare not 
thee.” Rom. 11:20, 21. God _ will 
punish those who persecute the Jews 
and they will reap what they sow. 
He has said through the mouth of the 
prophet Ezekiel that he would put 
hooks in the jaws of Gog and Magog 
because they thought an evil thought 
to go up against Israel when they | 
dwell safely in their own land. Gog 
and Magog is a figurative name for 
all those whom Satan can use to per- 
secute the Jews. See Rev. 20:7-9. All 
who have been thinking evil of the 
Jews should awaken to the fact that, 
they are a tool of the devil and very, 
soon they will receive their reward. | 
The time is near when Jesus will, 
come and the Jews will see Him and} 
say, “Blessed is he that cometh in the!
